flesh, the unsanitary conditions, 
and the pitiful_collection of tuber- 
cular patients who came to drink 
fresh blood, then regarded as a 
cure. 


Again, he caused thousands of 
readers to forego the use of soap 
by. his word pictures of the soap 
works, the arrival of the dead 
bodies of animals, in all states 
of putrefaction, from which fats 
were obtained to manufacture the 
end product. 


Japanese Citizen 


That this man should have lived 
the concluding years of his life as 
a Japanese citizen, teaching Eng- 
lish to worshiping young students, 
and writing essays and descrip- 
tions as delicately beautiful “as 
Japanese flower arrangements, is 
incredible, but true. He was an 
exotic man, was Lafcadio Hearn. 


Elizabeth Stevenson, of Atlanta, 
one of our more competent biog- 
raphers, has produced the life 
story of Hearn, which is reward- 
ing reading. (The Macmillan Com- 
pany.) 


Hearn’s father was an Irish 
surgeon in the British army, He 
married a handsome Greek girl 
from the Ionian islands. When 
she, and the child Lafcadio, were 
fetched to Ireland, the result 
was not good. Hearn’s family 
was sure he had married un- 
wisely. So, after a time, was Mrs. 
Hgarn. She at last wentgsback 
to Greece. She had been Greek 
Orthodox in faith. Hearn’s par- 
ents were Anglican. 


But, it was a Roman Catholic 
aunt whose heart was moved to- 
ward the boy, and who took him 


‘when the marriage broke up. She 


sent him to Jesuit schools and 


_ promised to make him her heir. 


The boy read and dreamed, and 
was not suited to the discipline of 
school. He read prodigiously, but 
preferred Herbert Spencer to the 
lives of saints: One eye was de- 
stroyed in an acciderit at school; 
the other bulged mayopically. 
Schoolmates mocked. The boy be- 
came deeply introspective. His 
aunt grew senile. She was swin- 
died out of her estate. 


One-Way Ticket 


From the swindler, Hearn, at 
18, had a letter to a remote fam- 
ily connection and a one-way 
ticket to America and Cincinnati. 
The relative wanted no part of the 
unattractive boy. Hearn, a strang- 
er and alone in an unknown city, 
slept and worked where he could. 
“I found myself dropped into 
the enormous machinery of a life 
I knew nothing about,”’ he wrote. 


On Cincinnati's ‘Enquirer’ he 
established a local reputation for 
his reports of the gruesome and 
shocking. He departed that city 
for New Orleans, Moody, suspici- 
ous, quick tempered, he made 
friends but could not hold them. 
Joel Chandler Harris, then fa- 
mous as the author of the Uncle. 
Remus Stories and editor of. The 
Atlanta Constitution, visited 
Hearn in New Orleans and helped 
him to a larger audfence: Hearn 
liked that city, but, after a brief 
triumph there, moved on to Mar- 
tinique. He was not afraid to be 
penniless. 

From Martinique, in 1890, he 
went to Japan. He became a pop- 
ular teacher. He began a proc- 
ess of escaping out of Western 
life, soaking himself in all that 
was Japanese. He married the 
daughter of a good family. Some- 
how, the marriage, despite the 


difficulties of adjustment and 
Hearn’s irascible personality, was 


a happy one. Miss Stevenson's 
account of the Japanese years is 
particularly, appealing. Hearn 
died of a heart attack at 54—‘‘an| rou 
evknere and touching wisture

Week Ends 


With Normal Attendance 


Atlanta’s first week of school desegregation ended quietly Friday. 


The nine Negro transfer students attended their four high schools 
without incident either inside or outside the school buildings. 


Enrollment continued to inch up 
at the schools, in accordance with 
the normal pattern, and much as 
anticipated. 


The first academic week was a 
short one, starting Wednesday, 
and will be followed by the three- 
day Labor Day weekend. Classes 
will resume Tuesday. 


School Supt. John Letson, who 
had stuck close to the City Hall 
special press center during the 
first two days, took a personal 
tour of the four desegregated 
schools Friday. 


Letson said he saw no evidence 
of tensions within the schools. 


At Grady and Murphy friday, 
the transfer students arrived in 
time for the first bell. Previously, 
they had been coming about 15 
minutes late. The Grady students 
also left at the normal time. 


The transfer students at North- 
side had beén scheduled to come 
at the same time as their class- 
mates, but one of the three had 
mixed his signals, and the group

Growing Water Crisis 


Will Plague the Nation 


At the present rate of increase, the 
United States will be using 100 per cent 
of its available water by the end of the 
century. 

So predicts the Population Reference 
It bases its 
warning on comparative figures of water 
usage from 1900 to 1960. In 1900 we 
were using only 8 per cent of the total 
water supply. Last year this had jumped 
to 60 per cent. Fourteen years from now, 
1975, consumption is estimated at 88 
per cent. 

Increase in population, of course, is 
the major reason. By 1970 it will ex- 
ceed 200 million. Three fourths of the 
growth will be in urban areas, further 
complicating the water problem. Most 
cities already have problems in greater 
or less degree. Since this is an essen- 
tial. to progress, it will affect the whole 
development of the nation. . 

Further adding to the developing 
trouble is the ever increasing demands 
by industry for water supplies. 

Corrective measures for pollution 
and new sources of water must be found. 
Desalinization offers promise but is still 
too expensive to be practical. 

' Because it contains the nation’s great- 
est untapped supplies ef fresh water, the 
Southeast’s economic development for 
the rest of the century should be un- 
limited. Atlanta has ample quantities 
for continued growth. The future will 
be limited only by our vision and our 
failure to grasp opportunities.

old countries. 


“When we have built up one in Georgia, we believe the prob- 
lems will have been solved. Turn out into the state each year a class 


of skilled labor. 


“Little manufacturers of every description will spring up right 
and left, the idle will be employed, there will arise a demand for 
everything the farmer can produce, a sale for every article the 
manufacturer can put forth, and prosperity, such as we have never 


known, will rule in the land... . 


“Diversity of labor and protection of the manufacturing indus- 
tries, we believe, is the secret of success. The latter we have; let the 
legislature supply the means of reaching the other.”’

Khrushchev Fails 
To Shake Kennedy 


WASHINGTON—Under the leadership and ex-

ene ment is meeting the latest U.S.S.R. intimida- 
with the calm and dignity befitting a great nation and 
. its people. If Premier Khrushchev, in resuming unilaterally the 


testing of nuclear weapons, and in all their stages, hoped to neu- 


nations by stampeding the President into hurried emulation, he failed. 


The unilateral decision of the 
U.S.S.R. to resume testing is a 
flagrant example of specific 
pledge-breaking. On March 31, 
1958, when the Kremlin an- 
nounced its suspension of nuclear 
weapons testing, the only condi- 
tion was that this would be re- 
sumed if the other nuclear na- 
tions did not suspend their own. 
And on Aug. 28, 1958, and Jan. 
3, 1959, Khrushchev. stated that 
“only in the event of resump- 
tion by the West (which had then 
followed the Soviet lead) would 
the Soviet Union be free of this 
pledge.” 

There has been no such “re 
sumption.” But that did not re- 
strain the U.S.S.R. from finding 
and acting on another reason for 
resuming: The “threatening atti- 
tude” of the United States and 
its Allies in the Berlin crisis, cre- 
ated by the U.S.S.R. 

When the United States re 
sumes, having established (for 
what it is worth), at the Bel- 
grade meeting of the neutrals and 
elsewhere, the full responsibil- 
ity of the U.S.S.R. for this ac- 
tion, it will have terminated a 


long period of grave risk. Its ex- 
istence and menace were repeat- 
edly pointed out to presidents, 
Congress and the American peo- 
ple by Lewis L. Strauss, former 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

Another former AEC chairman, 
John A. McCone, pleaded unsuc- 
cessfully that the moratorium had 
come to involve a definite risk 
to national security. He stressed 
that it had ended the promising 
AEC development of small nu- 
clear weapons, with little or no 
fall-out, and for definitely defen- 
sive purposes, that gave vital 
superiority to the United States. 


-Thursday, McCone explained this 


by saying: “Any nation which 
tests nuclear weapons is bound 


-to attain this superiority by de- 


veloping weapons large and 
small,.more powerful, more ver- 
satile and more useful in modern 
warfare than now exist.”’ 

The threat is not in Khru- 
shchev’s brandished 100-megaton 
bomb. In 1954, the United States 
discovered it could produce this 
monster, but decided it would add 
nothing essential to the sinews of 
nuclear war.

Mexico, Arid Zone Projects 
Illustrate U.N. Successes - 


In St. Louis Post-Dispatch 


Ten years ago -the piedmont plains along the northwest coast 
of Mexico were a desert of cactus and thorn brush, swept by flash 
floods in spring, baked in dusty heat the rest of the year. Viewed 
from an airplane, the only green spots were scattered irrigated areas 
where the government had proved that the land needed only water 
to bloom. The trouble was that the government lacked money and 
some of the know-how to develop this 1,100-mile strip between 
Guadalajara and the Arizona border. 


Then, in 1952, Mexican offi- 
cials asked for help from the 
United Nations technical assist- 
ance program, and big things 
began to happen. 

The U.N.’s World Bank loaned 
Mexico $29,700,000. U.N. experts 
from many countries moved in 
to teach local people how to 
analyze soil and use new in- 
secticides, how to set up a 
weather station and do market 
research. Hundreds of new ir- 
rigation wells and a network of 
storage dams helped raise the 
area's wheat harvest from 20,- 
000 tons in 1945 to 600,000 tons 
in 1957. Cotton production in 
one valley jumped from 1,000 
tons in 1949 to 50,000 tons in 
1957, a respectable part of the 
400,000 tons annually exported 
from Mexico. Truck gardens 
multiplied, enabling people who 
once had trouble feeding them- 
selves to ship 9,000 carloads of 
vegetables a year to the United 
States. 

From an arid desolation—and 
a drain on the national treasury, 


which had to help its impover- .. 
‘ished citizens — the northwest 
bloomed to become the new 


granary of Mexico, a lush patch- 
work of fields; orchards, gar- 
dens and growing towns and 
cities. ay: 

And this is*only half the story. 
In 1954 the. World Bank loaned 
Mexico another $67,000,000—its 
largest loan up to that date for a 
single project—to rebuild the anti- 
quated coastal railroad, badly 
needed to provide fast, depend-

TERROR POLICY 


Speaking with the approval of 
the President, to whom he had re- 
ported Friday morning, Dean said 
the Soviet announcement that it 
would resume testing showed a 
‘determined Soviet purpose to 
rest its future policy on the ter- 
rorization of &umanity.”’ 


Dean thus amplified the vigor- 
effort the Kennedy adminis- 
tration is making to exploit world- 
wide indignation at the Soviet de- 
cision to resume tests. He spoke 
from a text prepared at a White 
House meeting Friday morning 
with the President, Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk ahd McCloy. 


Dean and McCloy made it plain, 
however, that diplomatic contact 
with the Soviets is still being 
maintained on the issue of a 
nuclear test-ban treaty, and the 
larger question of general dis- 
armamem. 


Dean said his deputy, Charles 
C. Stelle, would meet in Geneva 
Monday with the Soviet repre- 
sentative to the conference, Sem- 
yon K. Tsarapkin. The meeting 
was requested by the Soviets, 


who have mage no move to end 
the confefénce despite their re- 
sumption of. testing. 


McCloy said he would meet 
Wednesday as scheduled with 
Valerian A. Zorian, the Soviet 
delegate to the United Nations. 
The meeting will resume a series 
of talks designed to achieve what 
McCloy called a “comprehensive 
forum in which disarmament can 
be discussed.’’ He had definite 
word, he said, that the Soviet rep- 
resentative planned to attend the 
New York meeting. 


NOT HOPEFUL 


Neither Dean nor McCloy was 
hopeful about the prospects for 
fruitful negotiations. The United 
States and Britain, Dean said, 
have incorporated ‘every reason- 
able proposal that any reasonable 
person could ask for” in their 
nuclear test-ban draft treaty. 


“The Soviet announcement of 
unilateral testing,’’ he said ‘‘clear- 
ly shows they have no interest in 
the treaty.” 


McCloy pointed out that Pre- 
mier Nikita S. Khrushchev and 
Tsarapkin recently had insisted 
that a nunelear test-ban treaty 
could be arrived at only within 
the context of general disarma- 
ment talks.

Harry Savage of Pittsburgh, as- 
sistant district attorney of Alle- 
gheny County, Pa., spoke of the 
carefree mood of the passengers.

MIAMI (#—The Cuban refu- 
gee women here have run out 
of tears. They have stopped 
fighting to go home again, They 
have run out of hope. 


“We can’t cry. We have cried 
ourselves dry,” says Dr. Ana 
J. Miller, who organized her 
countrywomen into the Cruza- 
da Femenina Cubana nearly a 
year ago. 


Fearful rumors alarm the 
hearts of the refugees. Their 
sensitive ears catch whispers 
that Castro plans to start exe- 
cuting another group of prison- 


Still, the targets of their mes- 


sages are largely the countries 
south of the border. Besides 
paper, in ladylike fashion 
they’re using their tongues. 
Three teams of two each are 
touring South America giving 
well-learned speeches before 
sometimes hostile audiences. 
“Those girls are the bravest of 
us,” relates Dr. Miller, a for- 


mer Havana lawyer. 

Monies for their offices, equip- 
ment and travels are contrib- 
uted by wealthy Americans, 
many of Latin descent. 


Their latest project is a word 
onslaught on Uruguay in prepa- 
ration for a trip there. “We 
are dealing with different edu- 
cational levels so we prepare 
three different kinds of things— 
those that reach the heart, oth- 
ers that appeal to reasoning, 
and those with a historical per- 
spective.”

NEW YORK (UPI)—A glance at the lineup from the net- 


works shows some discernible trends for the coming fall season of 
television. 


One-Hour Shows Gain Favor 


The continuing trend to one-hour weekly programs is well 
emphasized in the new night-TV shows NBC-TV will introduce dur- 
ing the next seven weeks. 


Following are brief descriptions of some of the new shows: 


International Showtime is a series, emceed by Don Ameche, 
featuring circuses, spectacles Of all sorts, ice shows and. so forth 
filmed in action in various European locations. 


Car 54, Where Are You? is the creation of Nat Hiken, who 
fathered Phil Silvers’ Sergeant Bilko series, which treats with the 
light, humorous and human side of police work. Two policemen 
in a patrol car are the regular characters. It’s for laughs. 


‘Dupont Show of the Week will be a varied hour of musical, 
variety, dramatic, documentary and generally assorted content. 


The first show will be “The hmakers,” an examination of 200 
years of American humor. with George Burns narrating. 


Cain’s Hundred is a drama series with simulated documentary 
overtones featuring Nicholas Cain, a former lawyer for gangsters 
who turns against them and gets a special mandate from Washing- 
ton to help run down the 100 top mobsters o nhis list, assisting 
regular law agencies. 


The Joey Bi shop Show is a situation comedy in which the night 


. club comedian plays a trouble-prone assistant in a Hollywood public 
relations firm. 


Walt Disney’s Wonderful World of Color will generally follow 
the pattern of varied fare of ABC’s Walt Disney presents in recent 


seasons—-cartoons, dramatized history, fairy tales and musicals. All 
will be in color. 


87th Precinct is a mystery-suspense-police series inspired by 
the mystery novels of Ed McBain which deal with the activities 
of an 87th precinct police station in a metropolis. There will be 
five continuing characters. 


The Dick Powell Show will use guest actors of major stature 
in leading roles of each week’s drama. Original teleplays by top 
writers will be used for the most part. Powell will star in every 
third episode and host them all. 


Hazel is a situation comedy about a family with a fortright, 
non-nonsense maid-of-all-work named Hazel; inspired by Ted Key’s 
cartoons in the Saturday Evening Post. 


Robert Taylor’s Detectives is a one-hour version of the 30- 
minute police series that has been on the ABC network for two 
years. 


Frank McGee’s here and Now will be a featurized examina- 
tion of various subjects with a link to news events. 

Tales of Wells Fargo is a one-hour version, with some new 
regular characters, of the half-hour series NBC has been showing 
Monday nights for five years. In color. 


The Bob Newhart Show will be a variety comedy program 
featuring the monologist.

Old Favorites Return 


Every television season results in some new performing per- 


sonalities capturing the viewers’ fancy, and there is no reason to 
believe that 1961-62 will be any different in this regard. 


However, as television grows older, it is becoming ever more 
rare fo ra player completely unknown to viewers to achieve sudden 
fame as a leading player in a successful comedy or drama series. 
In recent seasons more and more actors have appeared in TV shows, 
and it is difficult now to find one without some video background. 


The lineup of new programs of CBS-TV is rather notable 
in the matter of presenting established TV headliners who have 
been out of the limelight more or less in recent years. ‘ 


Alan Young, star-of Mister Ed, comedy about a man who 
owns a talking horse, is a prime example. Young was really big 
in the earlier TV years, then dropped out almost completely for a 
long spell. 


Gertrude Berg (Molly Goldberg) hasn’t been off as long as 
Young, but The Goldbergs series died about four years ago. Now 
she is back as co-star with stage star Cedric Hardwicke in Mrs. 
G. Goes to College, which is about a middle-aged woman who de- 
cides to complete her education. 


Bob Cummings and Robert Young each head up new comedy 
sequences, after a lay-off of only a season or so from their old 
series. 


Robert Sterling, because of the repeated re-runs Over the years, 
has probably had as much TV exposure as anyone in the Topper 
series, but it has been years since that was made. Now he is back 
heading up Ichabod and Me as the proprietor of a village newspaper. 

Leon Ames and Lurene Tuttle had the leading roles in Life 


With Father, but that was years ago. Now they again play husband 
and wife in Father of the Bride.” : 


Morey Amsterdam spent several seasons as a top funny man 
in early TV, but hasn’t done much of late. He will be one of the 
regular leading players in The Dick Van Dyke Show. 

Larry Keatthg spent years on the Burns and Allen series, and 
now comes back as a Mister Ed regular. 


As for the so-called newcomers, Joan Backett of the Broad- 


way stage and Robert Reed will be fresh talents to rom in top -- 


parts in The Defenders, one-hour series about a father- attorney 
team. E. G. Marshall and Polly Rowles of that shox have long 
TV and stage service, but have not become established in continuing 
television parts. 


Christine White, who has appeared in some TV dramas, gets 


her big chance as a regular Ichabod and Me. A really new face 


on this will be that of Jimmy Mathers, aged six, brother 
of well-established Jerry Mathers of Leave It to Beaver. 


Father of the Bride gives Ruth Warrick her first night-time 
series opportunity, but those who watch daytime serials have long 
been familiar with her work on As the World turns. In the roles 
of bride and groom on this show, Myrna Fahey and Burt etcalfe 
get their first chance to make a permanent impression on public. 


Mrs. G. Goes to College may give Skip Ward, who has some 
movie and TV credits, his best chance at identification. He plays 4 
brash freshman, 


Connie Hines has had occational TV parts, but Mister Ed will 
be her first:chance at.a series. She plays young’s wife. 
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is restless and often cancels 
dates with Paula to keep “‘busi- 
ness engagements” which in- 
volve sexy and younger women. 

He always returns to Paula, 
however, but she is growing in- 
creasingly tired of his inces- 
sant goodbyes.

Thus, she is ripe for the 
sophomoric, idiotic, pathetic, 
lonely, gawky, manic-depres- 
sive, American Philip (An- 
theny Perkins).
